One can well imagine the first genu- 


ine independence shout that rent the 
atmosphere of Boston as General Ar- 
temas Ward proclaimed the fact to the 
army In and about the town. The Dec- 
laration was next read to a great as- 
semblage in and around Faneuil hall. 
The celebration occurred at noon on 
July 17. Colonel Crafts read the im- 
aiortaJ document, and as the last sen- 
tence feff tna his lips a great shout 
went up from those gathered in the 
"cradle of liberty," aa the old hall was 
named, and was taken up by the 
crowds on the outside. Soon the bat- 
teries on Fort hill, Dorchester, Nan- 
tasket and Long Island boomed forth 
salutog of thirteen guns. 


In Philadelphia the celebration oc- 


curred on July 8. In the statehouse 
yard a great concourse of people was 
gathered, and here the king's arms 
were taken down and burned, while 
the bells rang wild notes of freedom.
